Alone Are Jubilant! 


At Geneva the choice was one between 
two evils. 

France chose and indeed could hard- 
ly refuse a costly peace. 

Great Britain’s approval is 

The United States “accepts” 
out “approval.” 

The alternative was a greater war in 
Indochina. 

Only time will tell which of the two 
evils was the lesser—the peace or step- 
ping up the fighting into a world war 
with a real decision at the end of the 
ghastly business of atomic conflict. 

The Communists are jubilant... “the 
winning of a world victory without war” 
is their estimate of the “peace.” 

It is a victory. They have, in effect, 
defeated a Western army, that of France, 
in a war wherein France was supported 
by the United States and other democ- 
racies. To the millions of poorly in- 
formed Asians and Orientals, this already 
is translated into great prestige for Rus- 
sia and for communism. 

For those states yet free, particularly 
Indonesia, Burma and Thailand, the fu- 
ture will be the more difficult since their 
own Communist parties will become the 
more aggressive. 

Russia has pledged against aggression 
in the truce just signed. She will have no 
trouble keeping that cynical pledge. It 
must be kept in mind she was never the 
aggressor in either Korea or Indochina. 
She used others to carry on the aggression 
and she is free to do that now despite the 


“cautious.” 
it with- 


peace. Once there has been a lull the 
Communist “aggression” will begin from 
within. 


Much depends now on Pierre Mendes- 
France, premier of France. If he can ob- 
tain from the molelike members of the 
National Assembly enough strength to 
move strongly in North Africa where 
France’s remaining colonies of value are 
located; and if he can bring his govern- 
ment along into full NATO and EDC 
partnership in Europe, some of the dam- 
age will be repaired. 

But nothing can conceal the fact of a 
major and international Communist vic- 
tory. 

And only those continually drunk with 
folly will fail to see that we must con- 
tinue strong and discover some other pat- 
tern for meeting Communist propaganda 
and methods in Europe and Asia. It is 
impossible to assist a people who do not 
eagerly wish to be assisted to repel com- 
munism. And when that force comes as 
“friends” who will fight to assist nation- 
alist “patriots” to obtain freedom from 
colonial rule there is no possibility what- 
ever of so doing. In Indochina, for ex- 
ample, the people thought of it as a strug- 
gle to be free from France. 

A quarter million dead men and as 
many wounded and the spending of many 
billions of dollars, half of them American, 
in the Indochina fighting testify to that 
harsh and melancholy conclusion. 

The choice, as aforesaid, was not be- 
tween good and bad—but between two 
evils. 

Only time will reveal which, if either, 
was the “lesser.” Evils can be twins. 

Men are no longer dying in war—and 
for that we are glad. 

But it is not a happy occasion.

Alex Stephens Carved 


Pattern for Statesmen 


The pilgrimage to Liberty Hall and 
the State Confederate Museum at Alex- 
ander Stephens State Park at Crawford- 
ville yesterday served as a reminder that 
the frail little man who lived there was 
perhaps the greatest statesman Georgia 
has produced, 

A semi-invalid all of his life, Stephens 
possessed powers of intellect and person- 
ality that enabled him to overcome his 
physical infirmities. Crippled and con- 
fined to a wheel chair much of the time, 
he served his state for 26 years in the 
U.S. House of Representatives and was 
elected to the Senate. 

Seeing the futility of secession, Ste- 
phens opposed it and yet he was elected 
vice president of the Confederacy. Con- 
stantly at odds with Jefferson Davis, the 
Confederate president, he tried several 
times to bring an end to the war. before 
its devastating conclusion. 

Captured and imprisoned for a while, 
he returned to Georgia and to the service 
of his state. At the time of his death, he 
held the office of governor. 

Stephens was indeed a remarkable man. 
Hearing him address Congress in 1848, 
Abraham Lincoln wrote his law partner: 
“Mr. Stephens, of Georgia, a little slim 
pale-faced man, has just concluded the 
best speech of an hour’s length I ever 
heard. My old withered dry eyes are full 
of tears yet.” 

Inscribed on his tomb at Crawford- 
ville are his famous words: “I am afraid 
of nothing on the earth, or above the 
earth, except to do wrong. The path of 
duty I shall ever endeavor to travel,

fearing no evil and dreading no conse- 
quences.” 

Members of the UDC—#in fact, all 
Georgians—think of Stephens and are in- 
spired. His life and his famous quota- 
tion will remain as guides for those who 
aspire to serve their fellow man.

Sets Economy Record - 


The Georgia School Building Au- 
thority, of which House Speaker Fred 
Hand has served as chairman without pay, 
has set some sort of state record in its 
handling of finances. In three years it 
has expended $26,343,076 at a total cost 
for administrative expenses of less than 


_two-thirds of 1 per cent. 


This just about sets a state and na- 
tional record for holding down overhead 
in the expenditure of public funds. If all 
governmental agencies could do as well, 
economy would become fact instead of 
promises. 

These are not Mr. Hand’s figures nor 
those of the authority. They were sup- 
plied by an auditing firm and have been 
made public. 

Whenever or wherever has $26,343,076 
been spent, for instance, with lawyers’ 
fees amounting, to less $10,000? As Hat- 
ton Lovejoy, member of the Authority 
and himself an attorney, puts it: “Some- 
thing has been said about attorneys’ 
fees.” Something has been said, indeed, 
and the auditor has said it. Service such 
as that of Mr. Lovejoy and the other un- 
selfish members of the Authority is saving 
Georgia tens of thousands of dollars. 

Thanks, too, to intelligent manage- 
ment, the Authority is financing its school 
bonds at interest rates equal to or less 
than the Federal Government pays on the 
public debt. 

The Georgia School Building Au- 
thority is a model of its kfnd. In face of 
the facts, criticisms are exposed as petty, 
indeed. Would that all agencies of gov- 
ernment could be operated with the 
economy and efficiency of this one 
headed by Fred Hand! Taxpayers would 
then be assured they were getting their 
money's worth.

In this morning’s “Pulse of the Pub- 
lic” there is a letter from Atlantan Sam 
D. Eggleston Jr. concerning fluoridation 
of water supplies. Reader Eggleston asks 
for information. He poses questions which 
merit a reply. 

First, he wants to know if fluoride 
added to the water by man is more easily 
assimilated than that added by nature. 

The answer is in The Constitution’s 
files on fluoridation. Briefly stated, it is 
that there is no difference. There is an 
advantage in cities where the fluorine 
is added by man-—the proportion is un- 
der control to attain optimum benefits on 
the teeth. 

In “Facts Concerning Fluoridation,” a 
treatise prepared by the head of the Uni- 
versity of Florida chemistry department, 
the author says: “. . . there are no physi- 
cal or chemical differences of any kind 
between fluorides naturally presént in 
water and fluorides being added in any 
forms presently being used in this coun- 
try.” 

Mr. Eggleston's questions numbered 
two and three may be summarized into the 
general query: What is the effect on 
adults of drinking fluoridated water? 

The answer in genéral is “none.”’ 

The St. Louis Medical Society commit- 
tee on tthe subject made an exhaustive 
study and said it this way, “No evidence 
of injury to the well-being of any per- 
son, sick or well, infant or aged, has been 
related to fluorine present in water in 
physiologic ‘concentrations.” 

Our editorial files include the evidence 
submitted on one side by the antifluorida- 
tionists and on the other side by the den- 
tists, doctors, health officials and other 
professional groups of the nation who are 
interested in only one thing—better teeth 
for more people. 

Anyone who desires to read and weigh 
the evidence is invited to come do so.

(3) If the 
answer to two is “yes” then what 
is going to happen to the grown- 
ups who will be drinking fluori- 
datedg water for the next thirty or 
forty years? (It may take that 
long for harmful results to show.)

This result entails severe disappointment for advocates of freer 


trade. Their 


hopes had been greatly built up when Eisenhower 


came out before his election for a liberalized trade policy. Also they 
noted that important business groups were proposing lower tariffs. 


Last year the plea was made 
that a year's study and prepara- 
tion would be required for the new 
administration to shape its pro- 
gram and start action. Somewhat 
impatiently the advocates of ac- 
tion accepted this reasoning; and 
were encouraged when “the Ran- 
dall Commission made its investi- 
gation and impressive favorable 
report. They-had observed also 
the very wide popular appeal of 
the ‘“‘trade, not aid,” slogan. So 
when the President made a lib- 
eralized trade policy a major part 
of his program the prospects 
looked bright. 

But a counteroffensive had been 
organized. The Tariff League found 
new life, and a new protectionist 
organization opened up political 
operations. They were aided by 
the slump in business in certain 
areas, In coal regions strong feel- 
ing developed against imports of 
residual fuel oil. In dairy country 
there was complaint against for- 
eign cheese — although domestic 
producers retained 95 per cent of 
the market. Imports. of 
brought protests. 


Protectionists not only opposed 
the President's plans; they pro- 
posed measures to raise trade bar- 
riers higher. Powerful elements in 
the President's own party, holding 
key congressional posts, lined up 
against him. Political aides ad- 
vised Eisenhower nat to try to 
fight too many battles at once. He 
was pressing forward on the hous- 
ing, taxation, farm legislation, and 
foreign-aid fronts. So it was de- 
cided to be content witty a holding 
action on trade,

When 
the test came they marshaléd 32 
votes against 45. While failing, this 
Democratic drive’ accomplished 
three things: 

1. It helped the President repel a 
counterattack by protectionists who 
sought to have him promise not to 
use the powers granted in the one- 
year renewal. 

2. It enabled the Democrats to 
stand forth as the most militant 
and effective champions of a lib- 
eral trade. policy. 2 

3. It embarrassed and threatened 
to divide the Republicans. They 
appeared less willing than the 
Democrats to support their own 
President. 

Moreover, the vote strongly in- 
dicated that if President Eisen- 
hower had battled boldly for his 
trade program he would have won 
in the Senate. In the House victory 
might have been more difficult. 
And if the President had pressed 
the issue he would have more 
plainly disclosed the. division in 
his party. 

Even so and with sympathetic 
recognition of his political diffi- 
culties, we would urge upon the 
President the necessity for re- 
grouping his forces and more vig- 
orously renewing this struggle. 
Not only has he committed him- 
self to a better trade 
this program is important both to 
the well-being of the United States 
and the strength of the free world. 
When other battles are out of the 
way, he could very well begin be- 
fore Congress meets again—and 
even before elections—to carry this

(What are the toughest 18 holes on Atlanta’s 22 golf 
courses? This is the fourth in a series that picks them out for 
you, for beauty, interest and test of golf. The selections were 
made by leading pros and amateur golfers in the city and 
written by staffer Jimmy Mann.) 


This eighth hole at Adams Park is 421 straight uphill and 
it takes a long, well-aimed tee shot to get into position for the 
second which will cause the average player to whip with a long 
iron—usually a two or three.

Comes now a letter from the Rev. Massey Mott Heltzel bear- 
ing one of those Queen Elizabeth stamps on the envelope and a 
Liverpool postmark. Mr. Heltzel is pastor of the Reid Memorial 
Presbyterian Church, which President Eisenhower attends when 


he is in Augusta and the author of a sermon which the Reader's 


Digest recently reprinted at the President's suggestion. 

The young minister and his wife are spending several months 
in England on what is known as an exchange pastorate. Seems 
this is the theological, version of the exchange student, swapping 
places with somebody in a like-position in a foreign land. 


The Rev. Mr. Heltzel swapped places with the pastor of the 
Sefton Park Presbyterian Church in Liverpool, sending that 
church’s minister, the Rev. William Sutherland, on to Augusta to 
preach to his Georgia congregation and, mayhap, the President 
of the United States. 


‘Have you ever read Ian MacLaren’s charming stories of 
Scottish highland life: ‘Beside the Bonnie Brier Bush,’ “The Days 
of Auld Lang Syne’ and others?” inquired the Augusta minister. 
“Well, his real name was John Watson and he wrote those 
stories while serving as minister here.’’ 


I hadn’t read the books, although I'll certainly be interested 
in reading them, now that Mr. Heltzel has mentioned them, 
being already partial to Sir Walter Scott and James M. Barrie. 
But even more than reading and writing, I'm interested now by 
the prospect of extending this exchange business to other fields 
of endeavor. If ministers and students can pop out of their 
familiar humdrum old patterns here at home and go siylarking 
off to foreign lands and preach or go to school, why can’t we all? 


Think of the zest it would add to life to swap the Atlanta 
police station in on Scotland Yard, for instance. If policing is 
not your field, maybe waiting on tables is, and how would you 
like to serve up mutton and ale in an English pub or tea and rice 
cakes, or whatever they have, in some Oriental hash house? 
If you're a garden club lady, think of holding your sessions in an 
English or a Dutch or an Italian garden tor a change. 


It seems to me this exchange business has limitiess and 
enchanting possibilities. While the more jaded of us go kiting 
off to foreign lands the homefolks would be getting a refreshing 
change by having in our place some delightful foreigner. Per- 
sonally I'd like to swap places with some of those women who 
are supposed to be such great mothers, rearing such exemplary 
children, In one story it’s an English mother, in another French 
and in still another a German, so I don’t know for sure just 
which country I'll make my pitch for. But think how nice it would 
be, having one of those superior women here coping with your 
errors in child-rearing while you’re over there in their moated 
castles or chalets lounging about taking your ease letting their 
exemplary children go on being exemplary. 


Of course, I don’t know who is going to finance all this 
fruit-basket-turn-over living and I don't know either what would 
happen if you got desperately homesick the first day in your 
foreign post and your exchange person wouldn't swap back. But 
I'm not going to give up the idea entirely. It's too much like 
the poor witch who used to jump out of her skin into a black 
cat's skin when she felt the need of a change... Then one day 
somebody sprinkled salt and pepper in her witch's skin and she 
couldn't get back in and she had to remain a black cat all 
her life. 


This lovely exchange idea makes you feel you could swap 
skins if you tried hard enough.

When the Rawsons returned 
to what was left of Atlanta, they 
found their furnishings safe and 
today the pieces have been di- 
vided among their descendants.

Many Pollens Plague 
Hay Fever Sufferers 


A woman of 37, who was sen- 
sitive to grass pollen, developed 
all the symptoms of hay fever 
in the spring of the year. A teen- 
ager had the same experience in 
the fall with the pollen of Rus- 
sian thistle. But 80 per cent of 
all hay fever is caused by rag- 
weed. 


Whenever hay fever is men- 
tioned, most of us picture a 
sneezing individual who is suf- 
fering from itching and stuffi- 
ness of the nose, watery eyes, 
and scratchy throat. 


No area in the United States 
is entirely free of pollen. Some 
regions have more than others, 
and here and there we find com- 
munities where the concentration 
is so low there is no hay fever. 


tree pollen usually encounter 
symptoms early in spring; those 
bothered by grasses are affected 
during late spring or early sum- 
mer. Weeds such as ragweed, 


marsh elder, dock, and 


Russian thistle appear in late 
summer 
Since hay fever is likely to 


recur year after year, it is ad- 
visable to make a thorough 
study of the Iliness. Tests 
should be made to determine 
the offending pollen plus any 
other factor such as animal 
dander, dust, or smoke that 
might contribute to hay fever. 


Once the culprits are known, 
plans can be made to avoid or 
fight them. This means leaving 
town when the season begins, or 
being immunized against the of- 


fenders. When these plans are 


not practical, attention is needed 
to control the manifestations: 
Running nose, watering eyes, and 
sneezing. Here the antihistamines 
and the vasoconstricting drugs 
help most.
